NEW YORK, November 6.—The Rev. Dr. Mo- 
Glynn was made to say in yesterday’s issue of

insincere and calumnious treatment of their 
principles and of their almost worshiped 
leader by all the newspapeis in existence at 
the beginning of the campaign. 
It was this utterly unfair treatment 
that compelied them to establish two papers, 
both of which, I hope, have come to stay. I 
have no doubt that the Day will be permanent 
in its present shape. The Leader may be sus- 
pended for a time, but, no doubt, will be suc- 
ceeded within afew weeks at the most by a 
paper that will meet all the requirements of 
an afternoon organ forthe Land and Labor 
party.’’

FEEL BITTERLY AGGRIEVED 

by the treatment that we have received, par- 
ticularly from the managers, high and low, of 
the Democratic machines, and we feel that 
they have sinned more grievously against the 
right and againstthe honest working people 
to whom they more than the other, 
party were indebted. I believe that the Demo- 
cratic party, after it has been chastised and 
purified, will probably supply the larger pro- | 
tion of the desirable elements both in its prin- 
ciples and in its voters, tothe building up of 
the new Land and Labor party, justas the old 
Whig party contributed mosttothe building 
up of the Republican party. There will be, of 
course,in the disintegration and reconstruction 
of parties all sorts of cross purposes and 
cross issues.

It 
is this: The vote of our colored fellow-citi- 
zens now belongs chiefly to the Republican 
party. I can see a magnificent missionary for 
our new party among the blacks, especially in 
the South. They, more than any other body 
of our people, are laborers without land, and 
therefore the doctrine of the land for the 
people should appeal to their sympathies and 
nterest with exceptional force. They can 
easily be made to understand that they, at 
least, have nothing to lose in this matter and 
everything to gain, and they will be attracted 
with peculiar force to the doctrine that 
— promises them, as the result of the 
principle, increased wages with diminished 
cost of living and steady demand for their 
work. It will be the purpose of the new party, 
its writers, its orutors and its missionaries to 
divest the doctrine of all subtleties, to avoid 
compileated arguments and to show to the 
people who have to work for wages that they 
will obviously get more out of their wages 
when that large portion of the wages which 
has now to be paid as ground rent to private 


owners of land will be paid back to 
themselves as oint owners of the 
land, as members of the political

ERS SEVERELY BEATEN. | 


Strikers Declare They Have Nothing te Do 
with the A S Superi t dent Hamil- 
ton Speaks—News Notes and Personals. 


It was generally reported in East St. Louis 
this morning that serious trouble had 
occurred at the National Stock Yards last 
evening between the striking packers of 
Whittaker’s establishment and some of the 
new meu. Several parties who had crossed 
the bridge last evening on a stock yaras’ 
train stated to a Post-DISPATCR reporter 
that among the passengers were four 
or five packers who had been 
horribly beaten up, and whose clothes were 
literally saturated with blood, The men, 
when asked how they came to be in such a 
condition, replied—so the reporter 
was informed—that they had been drag- 


ged from the train and beaten 
by men unknown to them but whom they sup · 
posed to be strikers. To ascertain th: truth 
or falsity of the general reports the reporter 
took a trip tothe stock yards and learued that, 
though exaggerated, the reports were to some 
extent true.

MR. HAMILTON, 
Superintendent of tne Whittaker establish- 
ment, was seen, and asked about the reported 
trouble. He said: I cannot g.ve you any 
positive information, because 1 did not wit- 
ness the reported assauitq on our 
men. All 1 know is that shortly 
after our few new men had quit work and 
started off for the train which was in waiting 
to take them across the river, one of tnem 
named Frank Hummeghoefer came running 
back into the office with biood flowing 
from several cuts in his head and face. He 
said he haa been pulled off the train and 
beaten, but did not know who his assailants 


were. After remaining in the office a few 
minutes he started back again to the 
train. He did not say anything 


about the rest of the men being treated in the 
same manner as himself, and if they were I 
know nothing about it. 

None of the new emplo es have returned 
this E have they? the reporter asked. 

No they have not, aud Ihave not seen any 
of them since they left. 

Lou think it very likely then that they 
fared in a similar manner to Hemmeg- 
hoefer?’’ 

‘*1 don’t know whether they did or not. 

‘ nn bap — taken any steps as yet to prevent 
assaulte from bein committed on the new 
men whom you employ?’’ 

We haven't any new men working now, 
and as far as the assaults already made on the 
new men whom we employ are concerned 
there is nothing for us to do as none of the men 
assaulted could identify their assailants. In 

ustice to our former employes I will state 
that I do not think itis they who are commit- 
ting the assaults butthe rowdy element of 
East St. Louis. If any of the men assaulted 
can identify their assailants we will see that 
they are prosecuted.’’ 

THR STRIKERS’ SIDE. 

Asthe reporter was leaving the packing- 
house, four or five of the packers who were 
standing on St. Clair avenue called to him and 


S him by coving. that now that 
e had heard Mr. amilton’s story, 
it was but justice to hear theirs 
also. The papers have been misrepresentin 
us, said the spokesman, and the rea 
reasons of the strike have never 
been. put rightly =betore the ubiic. 


We were imposed upon, and our action in 
striking was right, as I think I-can easily 
prove to you. It has been stated in the pa- 
pers ever since the strike was inaugu- 
rated that the men wanted eleven hours’ 
pay for ten hours work. That is the way the 
managers of the packing-house like to see 
it put. It leads the public to believe 
that the demands of the men are unjust 
and should not be accededto. The truth of 
the matier is, however, thatitis not the men 
who are asking foran increase, butthe man- 
agers who bave made areduction. When the 
eight-hour law was adopted in Chicago on 
May 1, and the packing men _ received 
full pay for their eight hours work, we men 
were working nine hours for the same pay as 
the Chicago packers were receiving. Oonse- 


quently Mr. Whittaker was getting 
tne benefit, without any return 
to the men, of one hours’ 


extra labor from the Ist of May up to the pres- 
enttime. The men were content, but the 
management now want to add on another ex- 
tra hour to the men’s labor without any in- 
crease of pay. his, we think, is unjust, and 
consequently w@strock.’’ 

When asked about the assault committed on 


new employes the men declared that 
they were positive that the strikers 
had taken no part in them. but 


that it was most likely the work of some row- 
dies, who were under the deluston that by 
assuulting new men they were heiping the 
cause of the old employes. In the 
course of further conversation the strikers 
informed the reporter that they had plenty of 
means ofsupport and had no intention of re- 
turning to work. They said also that 
the Chicago Packing ana, Provis- 
ion Company had announced that the 
‘‘White House’’ would be opened up again 
next week, but that none of the striking em- 
ployes of Whittaker’s would accept work 
there, resolutions to that effect bav- 
in been adopted in a meeting 
held last evening. This intention of the men, 
the striker, said, would very probably 
cause the Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision to postpone their 
opening, as was only the hope 
that they would be able to employ Whittaker’s 
men, and catch his trade also, that caused 
them to reach the determination of opening 
up immediately. 

The striking pork packers also desire to say 
that Gottlieb Yazer, the man who was as. 
saulted yesterday morning, was not one of the 
old hands, buta man who had gone to work 
since the strike. In answer to the statements 
of Mr. Michel McEnnis of the firm of Whit- 
tuker & Co. the strikers say that ther went to 
work Monday in pursuance to a resolution of 
Sunday’s meeting that they work one half 
day to put the establishment in proper shape
